PIPSAN SAARINEN SWANSON, HO. ALA, ASID 


The Michigan Society of Architects is 
saddened to learn of the passing of Pipsan 
Saarinen Swanson who died suddenly of a heart 
attack while at work at her Bloomfield Hills 
home, October 23, 1979. She was 74. 

Born in Finland in 1905, she was the 
daughter of Eliel and Loja Saarinen and so 
received an early start on her career in the 
studio of her parents. 

She attended the Athenium Art School, 
University of Helsinki and studied fabric 
design, metal work, weaving, and ceramics. 

Her father brought his family to America 
when he accepted a teaching position at the 
University of Michigan School of Architecture. 
They eventually settled in Cranbrook when 
Eliel became president and took control of the 
design of Cranbrook Academy. 

J. Robert F. Swanson, who together with 
Henry Scripps Booth established the architec- 
tural office at Cranbrook, was Instrumental 
In persuading Saarinen to accept the position 
there. He later opened his own office in 
Bloomfleld Hills and associated with Eliel 
Saarinen on numerous projects. The association 
became even closer when he and Pipsan were 
married in 1926. 

Mrs. Swanson became a pioneer as a color 
consultant for her husband's firm. She colla- 
borated on the Interiors of many buildings and 
paved the way for the use of color in education- 
al and other Institutional buildings. 

Her designs have recelved many awards and 
have been shown around the nation. Particularly 
notable are the design Interiors of the Kings- 
wood School for Girls at Cranbrook Academy. 

She was honored with an honorary AIA mem- 
bership in 1970 and for the past two years was 
a partner in the firm of Countryside Design in 
Bloomfield Hills. 

She is survived by her husband, sons Robert 
S., and Ronald, and four grandchildren.

AIA BOARD REPEALS ‘SUPPLANTING’ ETHIC 


Members of the AIA will not be disciplined 
for 'supplanting' other architects or firms as 
the result of a change In the Institute's code 
of ethics by the AIA Board of Directors. 

At Its recent Boston meeting, the Board 
repealed the rule that prohibited 'supplanting' 
effective retroactively to the May | hold that 
was originally adopted by the AIA Executive 
Committee. The Board voted to revoke Rule 605 
(former Ethical Standard #9) following an 
earlier move by the committee to suspend Its 
enforcement. 

The repealed Rule 605 stated: "Members 
shall not attempt to obtain, offer to undertake 
or accept a commission for which they know that 
another legally qualified Individual or firm 
has been selected or employed until they have 
evidence that the selection, employment of 
agreement has been terminated and they have 
aglven the prior Individual or firm written 
notice that they are so doing."

tative of a deceased, retired or former Michigan 
resident architect, providing the submission re- 
quirements, described below, are essentially fol- 
lowed. Each architect or firm, will be credited as 
a submission requests. The MSA, its author, editor 
or Editorial Board will not act to decide between 
two architects, or firms, claiming authorship of 
the same building in two separate submissions.

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CONTENT OF SUBMISSIONS 


Each submission shall contain sufficient tex- 
tual and graphical information to explain the pro- 
ject. The graphical material shall include plans, 
sections and photographs as described below and be 
of a size to fit in the folder without folding. 


Textual information should include sufficient data 
to explain the significant conditions and features 
of the project. Descriptions of program require- 
ments, environmental context, site amenities and 
constraints, design intentions, structure and ma- 
terials, and interior design are all welcome. 
Xerox copies of text from previous publications 
are also acceptable, but may have to be edited, 


Plans shall include at least all significant floor 
levels, drawn to the largest possible scale with- 
out folding. If available, a site plan, at small 
scale, should be included. All plans must be in 
black and white media and should contain a 
graphical scale, 


Sections should be included if they contribute to 
the explanation of the spatial composition and/or 
Structure of the project and shall be of black and 
white media, photographic or diazo (not blueline). 


Photographs are imperative to the acceptance of a 
project. They should be of high quality, 8xlO or 
8.5xll, with glossy finish, and should show major 
sides of a project. Where possible more than one 
interior photo should be included. All photos must 
be black and white and have the permission of the 
photographer for use in this publication. Photo- 
graphic credit will be given if requested.

It shall be the responsibility of the submit- 
ter that all included material is not restricted 
against publication in a book about houses. The 
MSA and the WSU Press will assume no responsibil- 
ity for copyrights or photographic fees.
